a record breaking pace, as shown by 
the figures for January, just com- 
piled, KLVH the Iron Trade 
Review 


New records for both total production 
and average daily output were es- 
tablished, tho month's total being 2,- 
790.080 tons and the average output 
90,003 tons. It was the first Ume In 
American iron history that an aver- 
age output of 90,000 tons a day was 
maintained during a month. 


The output in January showed 
a 


gain of 13,7S8 tons over December. 
The gain was due to the increased 
activity of the merchant stacks. Tho 
merchant Iron output last month wm 
780,037 tons, compared with 755,894 
tons In December, a gain of 24,143 
tons. The steel works, or no n-mer- 
chant furnaces, produced, 1,990,814 
tons, against 2,000,882 tons In Decem- 
ber, a loss of 10,068 tons. 
The aver- 


age daily output showed, a gain of 413 
tons over Deee-mber. 


The number of stacks in blast tho

The results of 
my investigations may be at fault, but 
I do not think they are. 
"A thorough probe will continue 


throughout this week at least. I ex- 
pect one of the Western Pennsylvania 
health inspectors to arrive here today 
to assist me in the work." ' 


, Mr. Siebert declared that an Inr 
vestigatlon of all the sources of milk 
arriving In ConnellaviUe is toeing ibade, 
and that the water supply will be 
analyzed. 'Nevertheless, he does not 
think that any of the cases sprang 
from contaminated water,
